ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 6. — Count 
Witte will have a harder task in making 
peace with the Russian people than he 
had with Japan. In the midst of the con- 
fusion following the abdication of bsolut- 
ism there has not yet been time for a re- 
‘alignment of parties, but the 
cleavage are clear.

To reach the window he had to push his 
way football fashion through a cheering, 
yelling, scrambling crowd of more than a 
thousand. A squad of policemen helped to 
make a way for him, but it proved a 
hard task. Mr. Jerome seemed to enjoy 
the whole thing very much. Once inside 
he had another struggle to get to the plat- 
form. Finally he emerged from the 
crush and appeared in front of the 1,500

hall. When at last a brief pause of the 
cheering came, Mr. Jerome, still smiling 
his broadest, remarked:

It was reported later that he had 
found him and that the wager had been 
made. 

Tammany money was not in evidence 
early in the evening and all of the betting 
from 7 o'clock until after 9 was carried 
on, in the main, by the bookmaking con- 
tingent. ‘‘Joe’’ Vendig was on ‘hand 
early offering 2 to 1 on McClellan and 
taking 2 to 1 on Jerome. William Hayes, 
another member of the Metropolitan 
Turf Association, was on hand laying 2 | 
to 1 on McClellan and taking all the 
money he could find on Jerome at 2 to 1. 
With the exception of George A. Wheel- 
ock, all the ‘*‘ Mets”’ were taking the Os- 
borne end of the betting at 1 to 2 and 
were laying on McClellan at 2 to 1. i 

Wheelock: took the Jerome end of the 
betting, and wagered several thousand | 
dollars in sums ranging from $500 to 
$1,000. He also bet nearly $10,000 on Mc- 
Clellan. About 9 - o'clock Wheelock 
lengthened the odds on McClellan some- 
what, offering $11,000 to $5,000 against 
Hearst. After he had placed some of his 
money in small sums, he went back to 
2 to 1, and at these figures the betting 
remained for the rest of the night. 

Whitey Langdon, another bookmaker, 
offered $5,000 on Osborne at 1 to 2, but 
could not place any of his money. 

“Two to one on Jerome,’’ shouted a 
young man near the railing around the 
clerk’s desk. 

“T'll give you $2,500 at that figure,” 
said Jere L. Johnson, the Brooklyn real 
estate man, who was waiting to get up 
some Osborne money at these figures. 

**Oh, I've only $400,"" said the bettor. 

“Well, I'll give you $200 against your 
money, and the rest waits for takers,” 
said Mr. Johnson. 

When the lights were put up Mr. John- 
son had succeeded in placing only $1,350 
of his money. 

Leo Mayer, a bookmaker, bet $2,000 on 
Osborne against $4,000, the Jerome end 
being taken by Wheelock. Max Marks bet 
$2,000 on Osborne against $4,000. : 

Calvin McKnight, who was the right- 
hand man of Governor-Chairman Odell, 
wagered $100 on Ivins against $1,000 put 
up by ‘“‘Joe’’ Vendig. This was the only 
Ivins money heard of last night. 

Commissioners representing Charles F, 
Murphy and some of the Tammany lead- 
ers reached the hotel soon after 9 o'clock. 
They established themselves in the café 
and offered $20,000 to $10,000 against

When the Tammany commissioners had 
waited for a quarter of an hour without 
placing more than $1,000 they began 
taunt the Hearst men. Some of the 
Hearstites went upstairs to the Hearst 
headquarters to get money, and soon aft- 
erward ex-Judge .Palmieri of the City 
Court, who is running for General Ses- 
sions Judge on the Hearst ticket, came 
downstairs with $6,000.

He was followed 
by Charles M. Jesup, who drew a vivid 
picture of the battle between the forces 
of graft and those of independence and 
righteousness, R. Fulton Cutting came 
next and called attention to the remark- 
able fact that while many a man at this 
late hour had been unable to make up his 
mind as to his cholee for Mayor, there 
was hardly an honest man, not wholly 
blinded by partisanship, who had not 
made up his mind as to the District At- 
torneyship. He was followed by Dr. Felix 
Adler, who in his turn gave way to the 
Rev. Dr. Thomas R. Slicer.

District Attorney Garvan, who carried 
what looked like a small window pane 
partly covered by brown paper. The 
cheering lasted so long that the District 
Attornsy showed impatience to begin his 
speech. When at last there was quiet Mr. 
Jerome threw himself straight into the 
matter of which his mind was full. Sud- 
denly turning to Mr. Garvan he demanded: 

‘Give me that plate.” 

And the rest of his explanation was 
emphasized by the tell-tale piece of glass. 

After the meeting Mr. Jerome returned 
to his Gilsey House headquarters to con- 
fer with the managers of his campaign. 
There he told more fully of the discovery. 

Mr. Jerome told that about 6:30 o'clock 
last night a man owning a large printing 
and Ithographing establishment in this 
city took to the District Attorney the 
glass plate which Mr. Jerome later exhib- 
ited at the Copper Union. 

The printer told Mr. Jerome that a 
couple of hours before he went to the 
Gilsey House a man connected with the 
Martin B, Brown Company came to him 
for an order for nine plates. This man, 
whose name is known to Mr. Jerome, told 
the printer that the work was for the 
Brown Company and that the plates were 
to be called for later in the evening. He 
also asked that the bill be made out to 
himself and not to the Brown Company. 
It was this latter circumstance which 
made the printer suspicious, and after 
having ascertained the contents of the 
circular, he tvok the prepared plates to 
Mr. Jerome’s headquarters. 

Mr. Jerome jumped into a cab with 
Mr. Garvan when he heard the printer's 
story and drove straight to the office 
of the Brown Company. There he was told 
that the man whose name had been ob- 
tained would be back at 8 o’clock. Mr. 
Jerome waited till 8:30, but the man did 
not appear. Finally Mr, Jerome succeed- 
ed in reaching him on the telephone, and 
asked him for an explanation. This is 
Mr. Jerome's own version of what he said 
to the man at the other end of the wire: 

‘“* Permit me to call your attention to'the 
fact that whatever way this election may 
go I shall be in office two monins more, 
and that will give me plenty of time to 
run this thing down to the bitter end. Of 
course, I cannot for a moment believe but 


that a firm of your standing can, have | 
ahead with a matter of this kind | 


fnowing its nature; but I must suppose 
that you have been deceived in some 
way. 

Firm Had Been Misled. 

Mr. Jerome said that the person he 
spoke with assured him that the firm 
had been completely misled, both in re- 
gard to the character of the circular and 
the identity of those who ordered the 
work. He said that he had received 
the order from one ‘“ Baldwin,’ of whom 
he knew nothing, but who he thought 
was connected with the Jerome Campaign 
Committee. Mr. Jerome then went to the 
meeting, having been assured by the man 
at the other end of the wire that the 
Brown company under no circumstances 
would print any circulars of the kind for 
which the plates were prepared. 

Later Mr. Jerome learned that the 
same man who went to his informant had

to touch the job. Furthermore, they 
closed up their establishment for the 
evening and also informed Mr. Jerome of 
what had happened..

Big Decline in Government Office Work 
—Fifty Men Furloughed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The talk of 
reform in the matter of printing public 
documents has struck terror to the hearts 
of the employes of the Government Print- 
ing Office, and the fact that to-day fifty 
printers were furloughed indefinitely has 
added to the fear that a cataclysm is 
impending. 

The reason assigned for the laying off 
of employes is that the various members 
of the Cabinet have abbreviated cheir an- 
nual reports this Fall and made it less 
necessary to put on men as early as 
usual. The Acting Public Printer, tn fact, 
is finding it a hard task to provide work 
enough to keep his big force occupied. 
The immense tables‘of statistics that have 


ordinarily been attached to the depart- 
mental reports have been omitted this 
year, and thus the work is not there for 
the regiments of employes. 

Mr. Ricketts, the Acting Public Printer, 
last week submitted his estimates for the 
next fiscal year, and lopped off $900,000 
from the usual figures.

The voter. who wants to cast a straight ballot for the nominees of any party has simply to put a cross in the circle beneath the emblem of that party. 

The voter who wants to split his ticket in any way cannot make a mistake if he follows the simple rule of putting the cross in the circle under the emblem of the party which has 
nominated a majority of the candidates for whom he wishes to vote, and putting another cross in the square to the left of the name of each candidate for whom he wishes to vote, outside of his 
party column. 

The sample above shows how @ ballot should be marked by a voter who wishes to vote for George B. McClellan for Mayor and William Travers Jerome for District Attorney. A bal- 
let marked in this way carries a vote for all of the Democratio candidates except the candidate for District Attorney, 

Under no circumstances should a voter put a cross in the circle under more than one party emblem. 

There may be voters who will want to cast a vote for McClellan for Mayor, for Jerome for District Attorney; and for the Republican candidates for all other offices. To do this a cross 
should be put in the circle under the emblem of the Republican Party; an additional cross should be put in the square to the left of the name of George B. McClellan, in the Democratic col- 
umn; and another cross should be put in the square to the left of the name of William Travers Jerome, in the column headed Independent Nominations. 

If you tear or otherwise deface your ballot, you can return it to the election officers and obtain another. 

Thé marking should be done with a black lead pencil, such as is furnished in the voting booths, and no mark of any kind should be put on the ballot except the cross marks as here 
directed.

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NEW JERSEY TO ELECT 
A NEW ASSEMBLY TO-DAY 


It ‘Will Name Senator Dryden’s 
Successor in 1907. 


8 SENATORS TO BE CHOSEN 


No Doubt of Colby—Jersey City, Pater- 
son, Hoboken, and Bayonne Will 
Vote for Mayérs. 


No State ticket is to be voted for in New 
Jersey to-day, but a new Assembly of 
sixty members and eight members of the 
Senate, to fill vacancies and expiring 
terms, are to be elected. The Senators 
hold for three years, and those chosen to- 
day will have a vote in the cholee of a 
successor to United States Senator John 
F. Dryden in 1907. Those elected to the 
Assembly this year for the first time can 
reasonably expect a renomination next 
year. 

The present State Senate numbers four- 
teen Republicans and seven Democrats. 
The terms of Bradley, Republican, of 
Camden; Batcheller, Republican, of Es- 
sex; Ferrell, Democrat, of Gloucester; 
Brown, Republican, of Monmouth; 
Strimple, Democrat, of Salem; Childs, 
Democrat, of Somerset, and Barber, 
Democrat, of Warren, expire, In 
Union the contest will be for Senator to 
succeed* Joseph Cross, Republican, who 
resigned to accept a Federal Judgeship. 
With four of each party retiring, the 
hold-overs will be ten Republicans and 
three Democrats. 

The Republicans can hold the control 
of the Senate by electing one of their 
eight candidates; the Democrats must 
win in all eight-counties to have a ma- 
jority. There.is no doubt of the election 
of the Republican nominee in Camden, 
or of the one in Essex, where Everett 
Colby is the nominee. Senators Ferrell, 
Brown, and Childs have been renominated 
to succeed themselves. In Somerset and 
in Monmouth the candidates on both 
sides are the same as three years ago. 

With the exception of Bergen, Camden, 
Cape May, Passaic, and Scmerset, each 
of the twenty-one counties will choosea 
new Sherif. The Sheriff's office is a 
choice prize because, in selecting the 
Grand Juries, the Sheriff is able to exert 
a large political influence. Among Jer- 
seymen the Grand Jury is a sort of auto- 
matic local option machine to adjust the 
enforcement of the laws to the particular 
interests and sentiment of the locality. 
For instance, the indictment of liquor men 
in Hudson and Essex Counties, where sa- 
loons abound and prosper, for violations 
of the Sunday law is something almost 
unheard of. So the election of Mayor 
Francis to the Shrievalty of Monmouth, 
after the anti-gambling campaign made 
against him, will be taken to mean that 
the voters of the county do not want the 
Long Branch Clubhouse men indicted. 
Sheriff Francis will be expecte@l to carry 
out the wishes of the voters by filling the 
Grand Jury room with men of liberal 
views on the gambling question. 

The Shrievalty is attractive, too, be- 
cause cf the richness of its fees. In 
Hudson ard Essex, however, where the 
emoluments have teen largest—probably 
$30,000 a year—the office has been placed 
on a salary basis, $10,000 a year. The 
candidate in these counties electéd to-day 
will be the first to serve on a salary 
basis. The Sheriffs of the other counties 
have defeated the efforts to extend the 


salary law beyond the first-class coun- 
ties. 

In all the cities and towns of the State 
local officers are to be chosen. In Jer- 
sey City, Paterson, Hoboken, Bayonne, 
and some of the smaller cities new May- 
ors are to be elected or old ones re- 
elected. The vacancy in the Mayoralty 
of Paterson was caused by the flight of

CITY OWNERSHIP OBSTACLES. 
Street Railway Men Would Have to 
Undergo Civil Service Tests. 


Alfred J, Talley, Civil Service Commis- 
sioner, threw a new light on the subject 
of municipal ownership yesterday by 
showing the workings of the civil service 
laws in the event of an attempt to carry 
out Mr. Hearst's platform. He showed 
how the laws would operate over the 
Subway and elevated road employes. 

Commissioner Talley said: “ The Con- 
stitution of the State and the Civil Serv- 
ice Law provide, that all appointments th 
the city or State Government shall be 
made according to the merit and fitness 
of the appointees A competitive examl- 
nation would be held as far as practica- 
ble. In case municipal ownership should 
be undertaken all motormen, conductors, 
and ticket choppers would have to un- 
dergo physical and mental examinations 
by the Civil Service Commission. Any 
vacancies would only be filled by a com- 
petitive examination.” 

Commissioner Talley said that a large 
majority of the men examined would fall. 
He pointed to the recent examination for 


patrolmen. Six thousand took the exami- 
nation and 2,000 passed the physical test. 
Only 1,400 succeeded in getting en the 
civil service eligible lists,

LONDON, Nov. 6.—Sir George Will- 
jams, founder of the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association, and President of its | 
London headquarters for twenty years, 
died to-day. He was born in 1821. 


Sir George Williams was born in a | 
small village in Somersetshire. At the | 
age of twenty he went to London and 
found employment with George Hitch- | 
cock & Co., dry goods merchants, 


St. | 
Paul's Churchyard. He began missionary | 





work among his fellow-employes, and the 
Young Men's Christian Association was 
the result of his endeavors. | 

For a time the association was confined | 
to the young men working for the firm, 
but the movement grew, the first outside 
meeting being held in young Williams's | 
bedroom. The head of the firm, George 
Hitchcock, was one of the first converts. 
Williams married Mr. Hitchcock's daugh- | 
ter in 1853, and ultimately succeeded him |

Sir George Williams became President 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
in 1885.

WILLIAM J. LE MOYNE DEAD. 


The Actor Had Spent 60 of His 75 
Years on the Stage. 


William J. Le Moyne, the veteran actor, 
died at the home of a friend, at Inwood- 
on-the-Hudson, yesterday morning of 
Bright’s disease.

JAPAN’S MATCH MARKET. 


Practically In Control of the Trade | 
Throughout China. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—In a recent 


report Special Agent Burrill shows that 
the sale of matches in China is complete-

pose an export tax on logs sufficient to 
kill Chinese competition. 

“The Japanese Government controls 
the forests of Japan, and sells the timber 
to match manufacturers at 
below that at which a similar article 
could be bought in the United States, 
while the cost of labor is small and the 
freight rates between Japan and China 
low, compared with those from the 
United States. These condition’ operate 
against the introduction on a large scale 
of matches manufactured in America. 

** Practically 60 per cent. of the matches 
manufactured in Japan are sold in China, 
and, in the northern provinces at least, 
constitute as nearly as can be estimated 
about 96 per cent, of all the matches con- 
sumed. Great Britain and t witzerland are 
in the market, but their sale is so limited | 
as to be of little importance. The high- | 
est price for which Japanese matches are 
sold is 3 cents Mexican per dozen boxes, 
inferior grades, of course, selling at lower 
rates. They can be bought in large 
quantities for 9 cents gold per gross. In 
this business, however, it is not the Japa- 
nese manufacturer who makes the profit,

but the Chinese buyer or middleman, 
|! whose annual transactions have assumed 


large proportions. He enters into a con- 
tract with a Japanese manufacturer to 
take his entire output of a certain grade 
at a stipulated price, advancing a suffi- 
eient sum for the purchase of raw ma- 
terial and running expenses and paying 
the balance on delivery of the goods.”

The reported discovery concerns a tiny 
alga, not visible to the naked eye, which 
possesses the remarkable property of pre- 
serving the water in which it exists in a 
state of great pucity for an almost un- 
limited period. The little plant possesses 
also the advantage of multiplying rapidly. 
It thrives in almost all kinds of fresh 
water. To the naked eye the presence of 
these algae is noticeable through the brill- 
fantly green color of the water, if, it con- 
tains a large number of them. 

The scientists have succeeded in keeping 
brook trout alive in a large-sized vessel 
for six weeks, so that their taste at the 
end of this period did not appear to be im- | 
paired in the least. This is remarkable, 


jas it is well known ihat otherwise brook 


trout can be kept alive only in running 
water. Leeches have been kept alive by 
the same process one and one-half years 
without change of the water. 

Live brook trout, for instance, were 
shipped by rail, the journey consuming 
seven hours, at a temperature of 25 de- 
grees, in vessels filled with water to 
which these algae had been added. The 
trout were all fresh upon arrival, while of 
others, shipped at the same time in pure 
water not containing these algae, not a 
single trout arrived alive. 

The explanation of this phenomenon is 
probably that these algae, like other green 

lants, decompose the carbonic acid ex- 

aled by the fish, and so reoxidize the

HE KILLED HER FATHER 


Mother, Daughter, and Boarder in 
Jail for a Murder. 


YOUNG WOMAN CONFESSES 


Gertrude O’Hara of Mineola Tells Po- 
llce That Her Friend Poole 
Shot O’Hara. 


Mrs. Annie O’Hara, a widow, 50 years 
of age, and her daughter Gertrude, 18 
years of age, are locked up in the Nassau 
County Jail at Mineola, L. I., charged 
with being accessories to the death of 
Patrick O’Hara, the woman's husband. | 
Cleveland Poole, 21 years old, fiance of 
Gertrude O’Hara, is under arrest for the 
actual murder, and the girl confessed that 
he told her he had killed her father. | 

The O'Haras lived at Port big ge 
and Poole boarded with them. On Aug. 
15 Poole and O'Hara left the house to take 
a walk. They visited a saloon and had 
a few drinks, and were about to walk 
home again, according to Poole, when 
O'Hara became involved in a dispute with 
some Italian laborers, who had seen him 
show a roll of bills. Poole says he 
walked home without waiting for O’Hara. 
O'Hara never returned. On Sept. 20 his 
body was found in the woods about 600 
feet from the house. 

Officer William E. Hults of Port Wash- 
ington arrested the two women yesterday 
and took them before Justice Allen, Ger- 
trude O'Hara said that Poole told her all 
about the murder of her father. She 
said Poole came to her house about 11 
o'clock on the night of Sunday, Aug. 13, 
and told her how he had fired four shots 
at O’Hara and then dragged the body into 
the bushes. Miss O’Hara says she and 
Poole sat up all night, and that the next 
morning she told her mother. 

Mrs. O’Hara denied having any knowl- 
edge of how her husband met his death. 
When told that her daughter had made 
a confession in which the young woman 
had said that she told her mother the 
next morning after the murder what 
Poole had done Mrs. O’Hara said she 
didn’t believe the girl had made any such 
statement. . 

When the daughter was taken into 
court before her mother she told practi- 


cally the same story she had previously 
told the police.

YACHT CONGRESS IN JANUARY. 


Englishmen Fix Date for International 
Rating Rule Convention. 


The New York Yacht Club has received 
from the Yacht Racing Association of Eng- 
land official notification of the date of the 
international congress to which all mari- 


time countries hava been invited to partici- | 


pate. The convention will be called to order 
at the Langham Hotel, in. London, on Mon- 
Gay, Jan. 15, 1906. Delegates have been in- 
vited and acceptances received from France, 
Germany, Denmark, Sweden, Spain, Italy, 
Portugal, and Switerland, which, with Eng- 
land and the United States, complete the 
list of mations interested. Two delegates will 
be .officially allowed to each country, who 
may vote upon any question submitted, but 
as many eas wish may be present and par- 
ticipate in the discussions. W. P. Burton 
and R. EB. Froude are named to represent 
Great Britain. 

The primary question scheduled for discus- 
sion is the establishment of an “international 
rule of rating that shall govern all inter- 
national contests held in future. No coun- 
try need adopt the recommendations of the 
convention for its national racing, although 
necessarily it would be advantageous should 
they do so. The action taken at the con- 
vention will be subject to the approval of 
the participating associations, and the rule 
decided upon, if any decision is reached, 
will go into effect on Jan. 1, 1908. 

The Yacht Racing Association of England 
further states that the proposal for a con- 
gress has been enthusiastically received by 
all the countries invited, and from the in- 
formal expression of views upon the various 
questions to be settled they are extremely 
hopful of raching a solution that will be 
eminently satisfactory to every one. Both 
France and Germany announce their inten- 
tion of supporting scantling regulations 
which have no part in either the English 
or American rules, but in other respects the 


matin features of the various suggestions for 
rating vessels are identical in purpose, 
though widely at variamce in the methods 
suggested to attain the result desired. 

The American yachtsmen who will decide 
whether or not to accept the invitation to 
participate when the delegates representing 
the various yacht clubs will meet at the 
New York Yacht Club next Monday week 
seem to be genefally favorable to the idea 
and seem to think the prospects are excel- 
lent for inducing the congress to adopt the 
present Americam rule, or one so closely 
akin to it as to be practically identical in 
its operations.

COTTON.—The cotton market was very ac- 
tive, with bull enthusiasm rampant on the re- 
ports of higher spot prices, a big trade de- 
mand, bullish advices from Liverpool, un- 
favorable weather in the belt, and the in- 
creased popularity of small crop estimates. 
Sales for the day were estimated at fully a 
million bales, and prices touched a new high 
level for the trade year, and within 6 points 
of the high level for the life of the Januar 
option so far, which was reached on July 10. 
The close was within 8 or 4 points of the top, 
and very steady at a net advance of 15@21 
points, 


The opening was strong at an advance of 
15@21 points in response to the cables. Not 
only were Liverpool futures higher than due 
at an advance of 22@28 points, but spot cot- 
ton was 20 points higher, with sales of 10,000 
bales at an advance which seemed to indicate 
that spinners were following the advance, and 
private cables reported very bullish sentiment 
abroad. Spinners were said to be heavily 
short of goods, Southern offerings were said 
to be indifferent, and it was reported that 
spinners were big buyers in the Liverpool 
market. Some firms sent De yg ed of 6% or 
7d in the near future, and the expectation of 
a further sensational advance was evidently 
shared by some of the local houses. At any 
rate, one firm said that their information was 
to the effect that certain conditions, possibly 
spot conditions, were such as to indicate much 
higher prices, and another firm went so far as 
to predict 12%c for cotton before the end of 
the current month, On the other hand some 
traders who have been considered bulls for a 
long time were advising caution in buying on 
the advance on the ground that general esti- 
mates of the amount of cotton ginned to 
Nov. 1, an official statement of which is ex- 
pected on Wednesday, was under the mark, 
and that a reaction was probable. This view 
was sufficiently general to cause very heavy 
realizing at the initial advance, carrying Jan- 
uary to 11.44, or well over a cent a und up 

om the low level of last week. here was 
a big demand from outside sources and en- 
thusiastic bull support, but with the short in- 
terests greatly reduced by the rapid advance 
toward the end of last week prices gradually 
gave ground, and during the middle of the 
session January sold at 10.29, or within 6 
points of Saturday's close. But at thie level 
there was such persistent support that early 
sellers for a turn became unsettled, and started 
covering, and the market toward the close 
rallied smartly, with trading very active. The 
Southern spot markets, according to official 
reports, were firm and generally % to \o high- 
er. Business was fairly active at the larger 
points, and private wires continued bullish as 
to the attitude of interior holders. The local 
market will be closed to-morrow, but Liver- 
pool and New Orleans will remain open.

\CAUSE OF ACT A MYSTERY 


He Had $20,099 in Bank and Had Just | 


Gone Into the Theatrical Busi- 
ness for Himself. 


Arthur J. Clark, a theatrical manager, 
shot himself in the right temple yester- 
day morning at 11 o’clock in Room 102 in 
the Hotel Vendome, at Broadway and 
Forty-first Street. Melancholia is said to 
have been the cause of the Act. 

A bellboy at the hotel went to Mr. 
Clark's room yesterday afternoon at 1 
o'clock and found the body lying on the 
floor. Coroner Brown and Coroner’s Phy- 
sicilan Lehane arrived at the hotel a Ittle 
| before 3 o'clock. They said Clark had 
been dead four hours. 

So far as is known Clark left no let- 
ters explaining his act, although Police- 
inan Seyfarth of the Traffic Squad, who 
was the first officer on the scene, de- 
clared that there was on the table a let- 
ter addressed to Lewis E. Clark of Bos- 
ton, who is a brother of the dead man. 
Coroner Brown declared that he had read 
no letters bearing on the case at all. 

Clark was a son of a retired lawyer of 
Boston. His brother Lewis, who came for 
the body last night, is also a Boston law- 
yer. Some eleven years ago, when Henry | 
W. Savage, then a real estate man of 
Boston, went into the theatre business, he 
made Clark one of his trusted managers,

Company for five years, later taking 
charge of Ray mand Hitchcock in “‘ King 
Dodo” and in “ Basy Dawson.” About 
two weeks ago Harry BP.

BUILDING TRADES WAR 
MAY BREAK OUT AFRESH

Housesmiths’ Strike Already In- 
volves 50 Large Buildings. 


| 


15,000 MEN ARE. AFFECTED) 


A General Lock-Out Likely to be Or. | 
dered Because of Violation of 


Trade Agreement. 


After a long period of peace New York 
is now threatened with a new general 
war in the building trades, owing to the 
strike of the Housesmiths against Post & 
McCord, which began last week and 
went into full effect yesterday morning. 
The strike tied up work on fifty large 
buildings, and was otdered in sympathy | 
with the atrike against the National 
Bridge Company of which the unions in- 
sist that Post & McCord is a part. 

About 15,000 mechanics are affected di- 
rectly and indirectly by the strike, as the 
strike of the housesmiths throws the 
other trades idle. Among the buildings 
affected the Waterside power house 
of the Edison Company at Thirty-eighth 
Street and Avenue A, the largest power 
house in the world. Other buildings af- 
fected include the Hoffman building, 
Sixteenth Street and Fifth Avenue; build- 
ing at Eighteenth Street and Fifth Ave- | 
nue; American Can Company building 7

West Fourteenth Street; Realty building, 
West Fifteenth Street; extension to wae) 
Tribune Building, the Williamsburg om | 
tion for the Brooklyn Rapid Transit} 
Company, Hamilton Hall, at Columbia!

A meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the General Arbitration Board of the 
Building Trades Employers’ Association 
and the unions was held when the strike 
was called, and the strikers were ordered 
back to work pending arbitration, The 
‘trike was still on yesterday, and ‘the full 


| board will hold a special meeting this 


week and repeat the order. 

If the strike is not called off, a general 
lock-out will be declared against the 6,000 
members of the Housesmiths and Bridge- 
men’s Union for violation of the arbitra- 
tion agreement, Post  & McCord being 
members of the Employers’ Association. 
R. C. Post of Post & McCord said yester- 
day that the contention of the union that 
his firm was connected with the Amer- 
ican Bridge Company was preposterous. 
The firm severed connection absolutely 
with the American Bridge Company two 
years ago. He added: 

‘“We appeared before. the - Executive 
Committee of the General Arbitration 
Board, which consists of both employers 
and employes, as soon as the trouble 
started, and produced books and docu. 
ments showing conclusively that we had 
nothing whatever to do with the Amer- 
ican Bridge Company. We are not even 
doing work for that company.”’ 

The original strike against the Amer- 
ican Bridge Company was all but settled 
a week ago, but new trouble arose about 
the employment of alleged non-union men 
at McKeesport, Penn, All the trouble 
which has thrown so many thousands idle 
here and throughout the country is now 
over the employment of about twenty-five 
men. 


HORSES DROWNED FROM BOAT 


Municipal Hawser Slipped, and a Pair 
of Grays Fell Overboard. 


Two horses attached to a heavy truck 
were drowned in thé municipal ferry slip, 
at the Battery, yesterday, it being the 
first accident under the new order of 
things. 

The Brooklyn had just made her regu- 
lar landing at 1:45 o’clock at the Battery. 
All the passengers had landed except a 
few stragglers, when the texms started 
to leave the boat. The first was a truck 
drawn by handsome dapple grays.

Diamonds are arriving at the Port of | 
New York in increasing numbers in the 
face of the advance in prices, as shown 
by Appraiser Whitehead’s report. The 
October total valuation of precious stones 
imported, $3,500,390, the third highest 
since records were kept. |

ally gone to Russia. Because of the 
troubles in the Czar’s domain the people 
are not buying diamonds, and the gems 
with the brown tints are sent to the |
